III. CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 

GANGLAND SLAYINGS 

In 1946, ?JAMESI RAGEN,■operator of the Continental 
Wire Service at Chicago, Illinois, was slain in gangland 
fashion* in Chicago. Witnesses to this* crime placed the 

killers as DAVID YARAS, WILLIAM BLOCK, and LEONARD PATRICK.

In October, 1950,-newspaper accounts of - the. 

KEFAUVER Committee gearingsi made reference to the above three 
individuals having been involved in this'killing and accounts * 
stated that YARAS, BLOCK and PATRICK were suspects in the recent 
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killing of WILLIAM I)RURY, retired captain of the Chicago 
Police Department. These accounts reflected that at the 
timecf the KEFAUVER hearings, YARAS was residing in the 
Westover Apartments in Miami Beach, and’was planning in the 
near future - to move-into a new home at 4410 Adams Avenue, 

Miami Beach.” YARAS, according to these stories, had been 
on friendly terms for sometime with JOE MASSEI, who according 
to the-articles was one of the top racketeers in the United - 
States, who controlled half of the tmrabers rackets in Detroit, 
Michigan, but spent most of his time in Miami Beach, Florida. 

"T The records of the Chicago Police Department 

concerning the-murder of JAMES RAGEN, reflected that on 
March 7, 1947„ BLOCK, PATRICK and YARAS were indicted by 
the Cook County, Illinois Grand Jury for the murder of‘ 

RAGEN. These three men were identified by three witnesses, ‘ 
who stated that they had seen YARAS, PATRICK and BLOCK in the 
assassination truck at the time of the shooting. YARAS 
was known by the police to be a gunman for the syndicate 
and was believed to have been implicated in the gangland 
murders of WILLIE TARSCH and "ZUKIE the Bookie" ZUCKERMAN, 
Chicago gambler. It was noted that YARAS was not in 
custody and did not surrender himself until the day that 
the States-Attorney's Office nolle prossed the indictment 
on April 3, 1947. 

The "Chicago American" dated October 14, 1947, 
contained an article which reflected that THOMAS "Little 
Bud"‘ SINCLAIR, 3808 South State Street, Chicago, was to be 
booked on a murder charge-for the killing of 
JOHN WHITE, 22 on June 14, 1947. WHITE was one of the three 
men who identified WILLIAM BLOCK, LEONARD PATRICK and 
DAVID YARAS as the slayers of JAMES M. RAGEN. 
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• Hie "Chicago Daily News", dated July 30; 1947, 

contained an article which reflected that indictments 
against Captain THOMAS CONNELLY and Lieutenant WILLIAM ’ 

DRURY, suspendedrpolice officers charged with framirtg evidence 
in the shooting of* JAMES' M.‘ RAGEN, racing newsrboss;were 
dropped/ The officers were accused of conspiring with three “ 
witnesses to'obtain murder indictments against three hoodlums 
for the shotgun shooting of RAGEN on June 24, 1946./'

of slaying RAGEN, but were subsequently freed 4 when two'witnesses, 
who had* identified them, changed their stories, and withdrew 
their identifications. 

The' "Chicago American" ‘dated* September* 20; 1947; 
contained* an article captioned "Prosecutors 'failed to Back 
police keroes." The article was as follows: - 

"Last March 18, the fatal shooting of JAMES’ 

N. RAGEN, nine months earlier seemed to have been; solved. 

The Grand Jury returned a murder indictment' against WILLIE 
BLOCK, 1 DAVE YARAS and LEONARD PATRICK, three Westside gamblers 
as the slayers*.

This business bigan with nominal capitalization, 
however, operations seem to have.prospered. During 1955 
GITTLESON had approximately 200 cars for rent during the 
winter season. During th? summer months he has had between 
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75 and 80 automobiles. At that time this compatiy operated , 
solely, from an address of 340 - 23rd Street, ’Miami Beach,, 
Florida. During 1956, GITTLESON expended his operations and 
maintained branches at 18330 Collins Avenue, North Miami 
Beach, Florida, and also at 244 NE First Street, Miami. 

GITTLESON was interviewed bn December 26, 1956,' 
and declined all information regarding the operations. It 
has been determined that at the end of each year the 
automobiles are sold and the money received, together with 
profits made during the year, is reinvested in new 
automobiles at the beginning of the winter season. It is 
believed that the company is heavily supported by loans 
from the officers. Outside financing details have not been 
determined. 

GITTLESON has stated that past seasons have been 
on a profitable basis and the outlook for the n'axt year is 
satisfactory.

YARAS, according to the informant, bought 
into this business in order to give his son some business 
experience. GITTLESON told the informant that RONALD YARAS 
was not a very diligent or capable businessman and as a result 
GITTLESON bought out YARAS' interest, and now operates this 
business entirely by himself. 

The files of the Miami Beach Police Department 
as checked on February 2, 1962, revealed that under date of 
October 11, 1951, MONROE M. GITELSON was fingerprinted under 
Miami Beach Police Department #C-180463. He is described as 
a white male, date of birth May 7, 1919, Chicago, Illinois, 

6', 180 pounds, hazel eyes and black hair. At that time 
his local address’was given as the Tradewinds Apartments, 
and his northern address as 215 West Washington Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. He listed as the person to notify in case 
of accident as his brother, DAVID GARDNER, 12 East Ohio 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
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GITTLESON' frequently refers to his twin brother, 
DAVE GARDNER, whom he said is manager of the Ambassador 
Hotel in Chicago, and who legally had his’ name changed from 
GITTLESON to GARDNER. 

Chicago informants have stated in the past that 
DAVE GARDNER'/ manager of the Ambassador East Hotel, Chicago, 
and associated with the St. Clair Hotel in Chicago, is on 
extremely friendly terms with MURRAY HUMPHREYS, FRANK 
FERRARO and GUS ALEX. 

MM T-4, T-5 and T-8 have described HUMPHREYS, 
FERRARO and ALEX as leaders of organized crime in Chicago, 
particularly in the Loop and near north sides of Chicago. 

Informant stated that DAVE GARDNER is now deceased, 
having passed away sometime during 1963. GARDNER died of 
a heart attack.

CHAKOFF said that he has not been able to open 
this bank becuase he has had difficulty In securing capital* 
CHAKOFF stated that he hopes to open this bank sometime in 
the future when capital is available* 


CHAKOFF stated that the only person who he knows 
of hoodlum background and who was allegd to be a gambler, and 
shy lock was AL MOKES.
